Vegetation Removal

 Focus on the removal of vegetation that are

• Within the canal right of way and canal 
maintenance easement

• High risk in hazardous storm conditions

• Exotic  

• Evaluated on type of tree, mature height of tree, 
and proximity to the canal bank

 Implementation in 1-mile segments (7 total)

• Priority 1 – Winter 2017 

• Priority 2 – Spring 2017
